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Is the World Getting Better? 


Two world wars clashed most un- 
pleasantly with the old refrain that the 
world is getting better day by day. It 
is not heard so often now. But there 
are still optimists who concentrate on the 
new wonder drugs, social security, higher 
pay and shorter working hours, express 
highways, television, efficient and com-

fortable hospitals, ranch-type houses, 
and many other things that make life 
comfortable, especially in this country. 
But they forget—willfully or otherwise 
—the multiplying of ingenious devices 
for killing men, the reign of terror that 
has slowly spread through many parts 
of the world, the dust thrown into the 
air by the Communists in our courts of 
justice, the malicious obstruction of 
peace plans, and the crime that goes on 
day and night. The reports of the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation are marked 
by accuracy, and are not written to stir 
the emotions. But certainly intelligent 
Christians will be aroused by the statis- 
tics for the first half of this year—Janu- 
ary to June. Director J. Edgar Hoover 
pointed out the following trends: “1,047,- 
290 major crimes were committed during 
the first six months of 1953. If this 
trend continues, major crimes during 
1953 will reach an all-time high. A major 
crime was committed every 14.9 seconds. 
It is estimated that every 4.3 minutes 
during the first six months of 1953 a 
crime of murder, manslaughter, rape, or 
assault to kill was committed. Each day 
during the first six months of 1953, an 
average of 252 aggravated assaults, 622 
auto thefts, 1,285 burglaries, and 3,379 
larcenies were committed. The time- 
table for crime during the first half of 
1953 is as follows: 1 murder or negli- 
gent manslaughter every 40.3 minutes,

1 rape every 29.4 minutes, 1 robbery 
every 8.8 minutes, 1 aggravated assault 
every 5.71 minutes, 1 burglary every 1.12 
minutes, 1 larceny every 25.6 seconds, 
1 auto theft every 2.31 minutes.” These 
figures are discouraging to those who 
expected better things, but not too sur- 
prising to those who know and believe 
their Bibles, for “in the last days peril- 
ous times shall come,” and “e" ] men 
and seducers shall wax worse and worse, 
deceiving, and being deceived” (2 Tim. 
3:1, 13). What does Paul urge Timothy 
to do, in the lurid light of these proph- 
ecies? “But continue thou in the things 
which thou hast learned and hast been 
assured of, knowing of whom thou hast 
learned them; and that from a child 
thou hast known the holy Scriptures, 
which are able to make thee wise unto 
salvation through faith which is in 
Christ Jesus.” That is, don’t be shaken 
from your steadfastness in the faith and 
in the work of spreading the Gospel, and 
cling to the Scriptures! These revealing 
figures gathered by the F.B.I. are a chal- 
lenge to all Christians to (1) “walk 
worthy of the vocation wherewith ye 
are called” (Eph. 4:1); (2) do all they 
can to bring men to Christ; (3) remem- 
ber that we were forewarned by God 
Himself; (4) lift up our heads and look 
eagerly forward to the personal return 
of Christ, who alone can bring justice 
and order to this world. 
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Of Whom the World Was Not Worthy

T LAST we have the textbook 
A for Reformation Sunday, 1953—a 
grand old book, too little known 
to our generation.

martyrology. This edition of John Foxe’s 
masterpiece is not complete. In the New 
York Public Library is a huge folio which 
has the text in its entirety, and one 
misses in this condensed edition many 
things such as the whole thrilling story 
of “Little Bilney,” as told by Froude, 
and the equally thrilling story of Rob- 
ert Samuel. But the main lines are 
here—a terrible indictment’ of priestly 
cruelty and a glorious witness to the 
heroism of God’s saints made possible 
only by the support of God’s Spirit. 
“These are they which came out of 
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great tribulation.” Their persecution 
cannot be attributed to “the darkness of 
the times,” for the victims would never 
have shown the same cruelty if parts 
had been reversed. In our own day the 
church of the Marian burnings has been 
the church of the Serb atrocities—on a far 
greater scale. One can only say, “An 
enemy hath done this.” 

These cruelties were simply Satanic, 
but grace did much more abound in the 
tested saints. A supernatural endurance 
was quite general among: the Marian 
martyrs. Never a plaint or an outcry! 
It can only be accounted for by divine 
pity and divine power. 

Bishop Robert Farrar of St. Davis’s 
was the lineal ancestor of the well-be- 
loved Canon Farrar of the last genera- 
tion and later of General Montgomery 
of World War II. He was burned alive 
in the market place of Caermarthen. 
Shortly before his death he said to a 
friend, “If you see me once flinch from 
the pains of the burning, put no faith in 
the truth of my beliefs.” 

He stood the test motionless in the 
flames, holding out both hands, until 
struck on the head by an officer and 
rendered unconscious. 

The case of Thomas Hawkes, an Ox- 
ford gentleman, was even more strik- 
ing. He had failed to have his child 
baptized, and this was assumed to be 
an expression of heretical opinion. Sub- 
jected to Catholic instruction, he would 
but say, “I am no changeling!” He, too, 
was asked, when in prison awaiting the 
stake, “to give some token that a man 
could suffer the fire without despair- 
ing.” 

Hawkes promised “by the help of God 
to show them that the most terrible tor- 
ments could be endured in the glorious 
cause of Christ and His Gospel, the com- 
forts of which were able to lift the 
believing soul above all the injuries men 
could inflict.” Accordingly, it was agreed 
that if the pains of burning were en- 
durable, the martyr should lift his hands 
toward Heaven before he died, as a sig- 
nal to his friends. 

After Hawkes had made a prayer, the 
flames were kindled around him, and 
soon blazed with such fierceness that his 
speech was taken away by their vio- 
lence; his frame shrunk and the people 
thought him dead, when suddenly, the 
martyr, mindful of the promise he had 
made to his friends, held his hands high 
above his head and, as if in ecstasy of 
joy, clapped them thrice together. The 
multitude stood speechless at this un- 
looked for signal from one they thought 
already dead. 

Robert Smith, a teacher in Eton Col- 
lege, burnt at Uxbridge, August 8, 1555, 
“when blackened and burnt so that all 
who saw him thought him dead, sud- 
denly straightened himself upright in 
the fire, raised arms to Heaven, and 


then, bending down again, ended his 
mortal life.” 
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A Warwickshire woman, Joyce Lewis, 
was present at the burning of Laurence 
Saunders. She became skeptical of a 
religion responsible for such barbarous 
cruelties. Asking advice of one who had 
suffered much for the faith, she was told 
“to study the Bible and to regulate her 
faith and conduct by that alone.” This 
she did. Then one day she turned her 
back to the altar as protest against its 
idolatries and was summoned before the 
Bishop of Lichfield-Coventry. She de- 
fended herself by saying “she found 
those things not in God’s Word.” Where- 
upon the bishop retorted, “If you believe 
no more than is in Scripture, you are 


a heretic,” and sentenced her to the 
burning. 
“She, too, showed such cheerfulness 


that it passed men’s understanding, be- 
ing so devoid of fear and so patient that 
everyone with a heart in his breast la- 
mented and even with tears bewailed 
the cruelty of her judges. When the 
fire was lighted, she neither struggled 
nor stirred, but only lifted up her hands 
toward Heaven and was dead very 
speedily.” 

Again one is struck by the innocence 
of these victims. The slightest devia- 
tion was punished mercilessly. Joan 
Waste, a poor blind woman of Derby, 
having become a convert to the Re- 
formed faith, bought a New Testament 
and paid a small sum daily to an old 
man who came and read it to her. By 
this means, and aided by the unusual 
powers of memory possessed by the 
blind, she became so familiar with the 
Bible that she could repeat entire chap- 
ters by heart. She refused to go to 
Mass, and the Bishop of Coventry or- 
dered her burnt. Fine bishop and chan- 
nel of the Holy Spirit! His cathedral 
was destroyed in 1943 by German air 
raiders. 

John Apprice, another blind person, 
went to the stake with Hugh Laverock, 
a cripple. Laverock threw away his 


crutch and said to his fellow: “Be of 
good comfort, brother, the Bishop of 
London is a good physician. He will 


cure us both shortly, thee of thy blind- 
me of my lameness.” Then they 
knelt down and prayed earnestly 
that God would enable them to pass 
with Christian resolution through the 
fiery trial. 

It was simply for reading the Bible 
that Rawlins White, a poor Welsh fisher- 
man, was condemned to the flames by the 
Bishop of Llandaff. On the way to the 
stake he passed his weeping wife and 
children. Moved himself to tears he up- 
braided himself with the words: “Ah 
flesh, movest thou me so! Would’st thou 
prevail? I tell thee, do what thou canst, 
thou shalt not have the victory.” 

He, too, made an agreement. Standing 
with back to stake, he said: “I feel a 
great fighting between the flesh and the 
spirit and the flesh would very fain have 
his way. Therefore I pray you if you

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see me tempted to saye myself from the 
fire, hold your [warning] finger up to 
me and I trust I shall remember myself.” 

A priest denounced the martyr’s be- 
liefs, whereat White cried out: “Come 
hither, good people. Hear not the false 
prophet!” On which the cry, “Light fire! 
Light fire!” went up and the martyr was 
soon lost in smoke and flame. 

In 1519 seven martyrs were burned in 
one fire in the same Coventry for hav- 
ing taught their children and servants 
the Lord’s Prayer and the Ten Com- 
mandments in English. Marbeck, being 
a poor man, could not buy a Bible, so 
copied the Pentateuch by hand on fine

Notes on Open Letters 


What Is the Deepest Place 
in the Sea? 


Micah 7:19 says, “He will turn again, 
he will have compassion upon us; he 
will subdue our iniquities; and thou 
wilt cast all their sins into the depths 
of the sea.” Can you verify for me the 
deepest depth of the sea known?—An 
Illinois pastor. 

From the United States Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey. Washington, D. C., the 
Editor received the following interesting 
information in reply to an inquiry: 

“The deepest known places in the 
oceans of the world at present are in the 
Pacific. They are as follows: 

The Challenger Deep, south of the 
Mariana Islands, 11° 21’ N. latitude, 
142° 15’ E. longitude, has a recorded 
depth of 35,640 feet. 

The Mindanao Deep, northeast of 
the island of Mindanao in the Philip- 
pines, 10° 27’ N. latitude, 126° 39’ E. 
longitude, is registered at approxi- 
mately 34,587 feet. 

The Ramapo Deep, southeast of Hon- 
shu, the main island of Japan, 30° 43’ 
N. latitude, 142° 28’ E. longitude, is 
given as 34,038 feet. 

“Another notable depth exists close 
to the United States, off Puerto Rico. 
This is in the Milwaukee Deep, 19° 36’ 
N. latitude, 68° 20’ W. longitude. A depth 
of 30,246 feet is shown for this trough. 

“Perhaps you would be interested in 
knowing how these ‘deeps’ were named. 
In general, they were given the names 
of the ships from which they were dis- 
covered. The Challenger was a British 
ship, and the Ramapo was an American 
vessel. The Mindanao Deep, of course, 
takes its name from the adjacent island 
in the Philippine group. It is interest- 
ing to note, however, that this trough 
may be found recorded under several 
other names, depending on different 
ships which have made separate sound- 
ings. Accordingly it is often referred 
to as the Emden, Cape Johnson, or Gala- 
thea Deep.”

Many Old Testament prophecie€ of 
Messiah (the Christ) are quoted, and 
their fulfillment in our Lord Jesus. The 


Gospel of Matthew, so suitable fof the 
Jew, is given in full. Portions of John’s 
Gospel are included, telling of Christ, 
the Word, becoming flesh: and of His 
words to Nicodemus, “a master of Is- 
rael,” about the need of being born from 
above by the Holy Spirit. 

With the decision of our Campaign to 
publish and send this large shipment of 
Scripture booklets to Israel, there came

At Naples we took a small Jewish 
steamer for Israel. There were quite 
a number of Jews on board, who were 
going to Israel to celebrate the Passover 
and to visit loved ones. There were 
also some needy refugee Jews who were 
going to settle there. During our five- 
day journey on the Jewish steamer we 
had good times in witnessing for the 
Lord in giving out Hebrew New Testa- 
ments and Scriptures in other languages. 
I shall long remember two Jewish sailors 
who were delighted to receive the He- 
brew New Testaments. A little later I 
passed by that part of the steamer again 
and one of them was eagerly reading 
the book. It was probably the first New 
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Testament that he had ever seen; and it 
was a little foretaste of the eagerness 
for the Word of God that we were to 
witness in Israel. 

After a stormy sea off the island of 
Crete and then two days of tranquil 
waters, we looked with joy from our 
steamer deck and beheld once more the 
Promised Land! 

Our hearts were filled with praise and 
gratitude to God as we saw the familiar 
outline of the beautiful seaport city of 
Haifa, nestling beside the blue waters of 
the Mediterranean, and extending up the 
slopes of Mt. Carmel, and spreading out 
over its tree-clad summit. 

The harbor of Haifa is the ocean gate- 
way to Israel. The harbor was built 
twenty years ago, and can accommodate 
ships of 30,000 tons. And it is through 
this seaport at Haifa and the airport at 
Lydda that hundreds of thousands of 
Jews from more than fifty countries 
have returned to Israel during the last 
few years. This return of the Jews from 
all nations to their ancient homeland is 
not a mere chance of our twentieth cen- 
tury history. It was divinely foreor- 
dained by the Creator of the heavens 
and the earth. And the God that decreed 
this most remarkable return foretold it 
by the gnouth of His prophet Jeremiah, 
more than 2,500 years ago. In Jeremiah 
16:14, 15 we read: 

“Therefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Lord, that it shall no more be 
said, The Lord liveth, that brought up 
the children of Israel out of the land of 
Egypt; but, The Lord liveth, that brought 
up the children of Israel from the land 
of the north, and from all the lands 
whither he had driven them: and I will 
bring them again into their land that I 
gave unto their fathers.” 


A Revived Exclamation 

We are all familiar with those mighty 
signs and wonders that God wrought in 
delivering the Jews from the land of 
Egypt. Nothing like them had ever been 
known in the history of the world. It is 
little wonder that as people saw, and 
heard of those great miracles, they ex- 
claimed, “The Lord liveth!” 

But Jeremiah said that in the latter 
days, when the peoples of the earth 
would see the Jews returning to their 
ancient homeland from “the land of the 
north” (Europe); and “from all the lands 
whither he had driven them” (more 
than 50 countries); and would see the 
fulfillment of God's promise to “bring 
them again into their land that I gave 
unto their fathers’—the people would

theological seminaries—at Paris, 

Strasbourg, and Montpellier. These 
are drenched with unbelief, and all 
went into the union movement of the 
thirties that brought into one church 
the Unitarian elements and the tradi- 
tionally evangelical. Fifty parishes, 
which refused to go along, were excom- 
municated. So they organized their own 
seminary at Aix-en-Provence. This re- 
ceived recognition from the French edu- 
cational authorities in 1939. 

But “union” intriguers intervened, 
seeking to discredit the new seminary 
with the government, in the hope that 
the revolting churches might ultimately 
be forced into the union through lack 
of ministerial leadership. 

They have failed. The Rector of the 
Academie of Aix has not only rebuffed 
the intriguers, but has given to the new 
seminary special library and other uni- 
versity privileges and has also estab- 
lished a course in the History of Chris- 
tianity, which seminary students make 
full use of. 

“That a Bible institute.” says Dean La- 
morte, “should reject the conclusions of 
the Higher Criticism and current theo- 
logical heresies; that it should teach the 
verbal inspiration of Scripture and un- 
questioning faith in the great Christian 
facts—that might get by with them. 

“But that a theological faculty, accred- 
ited to grant theological degrees should, 
after careful critical study, oppose these 
conclusions and systems, is a hard thing 
for them to be reconciled to. But they’ll 
have to.” 

The new seminary has five theological 
doctors and one of the others is a spe- 
cialist in Hebrew (the ex-priest, Dr. 
Millon). In fact, this new Aix Seminary 
quite outsizes, in its teaching phalanx, 
the renegade one in Montpellier which 
it supplants. May it also have the bap- 
tism of the Holy Spirit!

The Yale School of Alcohol Studies 
has been going a decade.

disease, although 1952 studies by 
Dr. Sully-Ledermann of the French 
National Institute of Demography prove 
that it is a major factor in most types 
of disease; that alcohol has not hered- 
itary afterresults, when extensive evi- 
dence, coming to the surface in France, 
shows overwhelmingly that it is a racial 
poison; that the Skid Row victims owe 
their fate to social complications rather 
than to drink (Dr. R. Straus, the “os- 
trich” [strauss in German], ever puts 
his head in the sand to avoid unpleas- 
ant truth); and much more in the way 
of untrue paradox. 

During these years the Department of 
Pastoral Services of the National Coun- 
cil of Churches and its predecessor in 
the Federal Council, have channeled 
ministers into this Yale School of False 
Science and otherwise co-operated with 
it. The School has, this year, “Semi- 
nars for Ministers on Pastoral Counsel- 
ling” and on “Moral Philosophy, the 
Church and Beverage Alcohol.” Mr. 
Dunford of the National Temperance 
League, will lecture on “The Philoso- 
phy of the Temperance Movement.”

Others correspondingly 
promising! 

The Vice-President of the British 
Methodist Conference is Mr. Cecil Paw- 
son, M.S.. professor in an Agricultural 
College. He is also a devoted soul- 


seeker, and writes in the Methodist Re- 
corder: 

“Through prayer we can reach the out- 
sider. The wave length of prayer can 
penetrate iron and bamboo curtains; also 
the curtains of apathy and worldly pre- 
occupation. The day comes when, if you 
pray for someone God has laid upon your 
heart, the Holy Spirit guides to action. 
I do not believe it is simply coincidence 
that, having been guided to pray for 
someone, you meet him within a few 
days. I find myself saying, ‘I’m not sur- 
prised. I’ve been praying for you.’ and 
then discovering in conversation why I 
I had been thus guided to pray. 

“A few weeks ago a man in, my Fel- 
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lowship Group gave thanks to God for 
the fact that over the years, whenever 
I had been on his bus (he was a con- 
ductor), I had whispered to him, given 
the opportunity, ‘I’m still praying for 
you.’ Last December, I said in one of 
these encounters, ‘God will have his way 
with you, my friend, I'm sure.’ He but 
laughed. Early this year God laid hold 
of him through the ministry of the 
American, the Rev. Roland Brown, and 
he was made anew.” 


A correspondent desires me to say that 
the work of Dr. Torrey among amputees 
in Korea includes evangelism. Dr, Tor- 
rey is a veteran missionary with thirty- 
nine years of service in China back of 


him, under the Northern Presbyterian 
Board. “Our congregation shares in his 


support.” It is delightful to learn that 
the American Army has contributed to 
date $71,000 for child amputee relief. 
An Episcopalian also asks me to make 
appreciative mention of his church. This 
can well be done by reporting on the 
Bible Churchman’s Mission in Abyssinia. 
Mr. Alfred Buxton pioneered this in 1932, 
and its purpose was, primarily, reforma- 
tion of the backward Abyssinian Church 
through Bible colportage and by training 


“apostles” in Bible schools. In this. Mr. 
and Mrs. David Stokes have _ been 
leaders, working out from Fiche. a vil- 


lage seventy miles north of Addis Ababa, 
where their school is located. There was 
at first much opposition from priests, but 
this has quieted down. The Archbishop 
of the Abyssinian Church has even ap- 
pointed one of his priests, a man learned 
in the New Testament, to teach in the 
Fiche Training School. 

There have “great signs.” Not 
only has the Ethiopian Church been sep- 
arated from the drag of the (Egyptian) 
Coptic Church, but today there is an 
Ethiopian theological college in Addis 
Ababa, the first of its kind; also a school 
for preachers, evangelists to be sent into 
every province of the country under 
supervision of Ethiopian bishops. Two 
students of the Fiche Bible School have 
been admitted to the evangelists’ school, 
and it is hoped that they will be among 
the first evangelists commissioned. 

Further, the man put in charge of all 
Christian education and the man in 
charge of the reception of students to the 
school for evangelists were both trained 
in the Bible Churchmen’s school. The 
Ethiopian Church has issued “Twelve 
New Resolutions” for the amendment of 
ceremonies and the regularization of the 
lives of the priests—signs of Reforma- 
tion in this ancient church.

The ‘latest project of the Belgian Gos- 
pel Mission is a church on wheels. Using 
tenis has become increasingly difficult. 
Public squares are paved with concrete 
into which stakes cannot be driven. The 
new tabernacle on wheels is being built 
by Belgian converts. “In one of our 
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churches we have a couple of workmen, 
specialists in motor coach building. Only 
the chassis and material will be paid for; 
all labor is contributed. When the motor 
church is completed, it will seat 125 peo, 
ple. In favorable weather, we can let 
down the sides for an outside audience. 
This movable church can be heated, and 
hence used in winter. Of the $2,500 
needed, one church has contributed the 
staggering amount of $1,400.” 


Mrs, Margaret Jump Writes of Ingath- 
ering on the Congo.—“The Vanga Church 
was never stronger; more than six thou- 
sand will have been baptized by the end 
of the year,-and at least ag many more 
are preparing for baptism. New villages 
are being won; pagan and Catholic chiefs 
asking for teaching. Mr. Jump has spent 
187 days, about eleven .hundred hours, 
examining candidates for baptism. It is 
a gruelling task, monotonous at times, 
exasperating at others, and seemingly 
endless, but rewarding when he sees 
three hundred or four hundred baptized 
at one time.” 

This is a mission of the Northern Bap- 
tists. “The first Sunday of each month, 
when the people come from their vil- 
lages to the church for Communion, 
there are at least thirty thousand people 
worshiping in the various centers. The 
gifts for the fiscal year were 1,900,000 
francs (Belgian). The Vanga Church is 
establishing its own manual training 
school, paying all expenses. The en- 
rollment in regional schools is six thou- 
sand: in village schools. fifteen thousand. 

And all this on the overburdened 
shoulders of one missionary. 


At the present tempo of immigration 
there will be, in some eight years, a 
million North Africans in France, mostly 
young men. That means more Moham- 
medans than Protestants in France! The 
excellent rule of France in Algeria and 
Tunis has, by raising the levels of hy- 
giene and government, .led to a great 
growth in population. In spite of agri- 
cultural improvements and because of 
this stifling overpopulation, the quantity 
of wheat food per capita is only half 
what it was in the Algeria of 1870! 

So young men are obliged to emigrate, 
and they go to France, where they work 
in mines, in the metal and chemical in- 
dustries, and on highways. They live 
in colonies with little contact with the 
French people, yet they often marry 
French women, One result has been 
that, since the war, six thousand boys 
have been circumcised in the French 
mosque in Paris as Moslems! Another 
sort of mixed marriage! Another ac- 
companiment of this invasion is that dis- 
eases that have not been known in 
France for many ‘decades, such as tra- 
choma and malaria, are now threatening 
the land. These immigrants are chiefly 
Kabyles of North Africa, 

In Paris, a hundred thousand North 
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Africans are settled in dense colonies. 
The Boulevard de la Chapelle and neigh- 
boring streets, on Sunday evening, have 
a population that has nothing to learn 
in the way of sin. Drinksellers by hun- 
dreds contaminate with wine Moslems 
to whom wine is forbidden by their re- 
ligion. In the North African quarters of 
d’Aubersvilliers, St. Denis, Clichy, de La- 
vallais, d’Italie, and de Grenelle saloons 
are stuffed with men with an occasional 
woman who did not come here to join 
her husband. 

There is little evangelical effort. A 
group of women missionaries live in the 
North African quarter, enveloped by the 
divine protection (they have need of it). 
They are not alone. There are other 
Christian cells from which have come 
living communities, witnessing to the 
grace of God in church and factory, and 
in personal relations, 


China Inland Mission missionaries pay 
unsolicited tribute to Gospel Recordings. 
Mr. Cooke of Thailand says: “One of the 
greatest helps in starting to give our 
message is the set of Gospel Recordings. 
Two of them, based on John 3:16 and 
Romans 3:23, have been played over and 
over until they know them by heart. 
They speak of the wrath of God and have 
brought real conviction of sin and make 
clear God’s plan of salvation.” In another 
place, the people were rude and inac- 
cessible. “Stop talking. We don’t want 
to listen to you. We just want to hear 
the box [the recording].” 

Mrs. Kuhn, giving out a tract to a Thai 
postman, was not able to understand his 
thanks. So he held out his arm and there 
tattoed into the flesh were the words, 
“Christian 1927.” 


Manna Bible Institute, a Bible training 
school for Negroes of Philadelphia, now 
has its own building. Mr. and Mrs. Sam- 
uel Moore of its Board of Trustees, were 
definitely led of the Lord to surrender 
their spacious home to this purpose. 
There is some indebtedness and expense 
of remodeling and furnishing. This 
Bible school is at 611 N. 53rd St. 


“Pastoral Counseling” is a sonorous 
phrase, and, as so often with phrasing, 
is running through the religious collo- 
quial of the time. It is sponsored by the 
Rev. Seward Hiltner, remembered for 
three things, his long connection with 
the Federal Council, then with the mys- 
tifying Yale School for Alcohol Studies, 
and now with the Unitarianized Divin- 
ity School of. the University of Chicago. 
Pastoral Psychology is the orgon of 
this “movement,” and “the distinguished 
hallmarks of its editorial board” are de- 
scribed as “professional authority and 
spiritual insight.” 

Praver, the Word, and the sought 
guidance of the Holy Spirit constitute 
the best, probably the only, needed 
equipment for pastoral work. There can 
be no substitute.

be so amazed that once again they would 
exclaim, “The Lord liveth!” 

This return of the Jews to Israel] after 
long centuries of dispersion is indeed 
one of the most remarkable and miracu- 
lous events in the history of the world. 
Nothing to equal it has ever been seen 
or known since the creation of mankind. 
Hence we, too, are fulfilling God’s Word 
when we exclaim with all our hearts, 
“The Lord liveth, who is bringing the 
Children of Israel back to their ancient 
homeland from all parts of the earth!” 

The following narrative of our visit to 
Israel tells how wondrously the Lord 
is working today, not only in bringing 
the Chosen People back to the land of 
their forefathers: but in moving upon 
their hearts by His Word and His Spirit, 
after their resettlement in their ancient 
heritage. 

Soon our boat docked at Haifa, and we 
were going down the gangplank of the 
steamer, and setting foot once more on 
the soil of Israel. In a short time we 
were going through the routine of Jew- 
ish immigration and customs at the 
Haifa docks. The customs men were 
most kind and courteous. Several of 
them gladly received copies of the New 
Testament in Hebrew and in one or two 
other languages. 

Before going to Israel we had been 
praying earnestly about renting a sta- 
tion wagon to carry Scriptures and our 
group of five persons from place to place 
in Israel, and had cabled to Jerusalem 
about it. When we were almost through 
the customs Mrs, Davis looked up and 
recognized a lady missionary whom we 
had met on a previous trip to Israel. 
She greeted Mrs. Davis cordially, and 
said: “We are so glad to welcome you! 
The station wagon for your party is just 
outside the customs house!” When we 
got outside the building we saw with 
our eyes the answer to our prayers. 
There was a sturdy Ford station wagon 
waiting for us! And the lady mission- 
ary assured us that she was glad to drive 
us in Israel. 

Also waiting for us, outside the gate, 
was our tall Scandinavian friend from 
ht. Carmel. He and his wife have co- 
operated so faithfully for many years in 
the distribution of our Testaments in 
Israel. After greeting us heartily, he 
remarked that he had to pick up some 
packages at the post office and would see 
us later. 

Soon we were winding our way up the 
slopes of Mt. Carmel! to a small pension 
or hostel, where we had engaged rooms 
for the Pollocks and ourselves. Though 
modest in appearance and price, the pen- 
sion is so situated that from its veranda 
one has “a million-dollar view,” a 
breath-taking panorama. It was a glori- 
ous day, and the atmosphere was very 
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clear. We had a superb view of the city 
below and of the beautiful blue waters 
of Haifa Bay, of the harbor with the 
ships at anchor; and then in the distance, 
some sixty miles away, we saw snow- 
capped Mt. Hermon, and the snow-cov- 
ered mountains of Lebanon. It was‘a 
scene of beauty long to be remembered. 

Then a very remarkable thing occur- 
red. For many months we had been 
working and praying about the publica- 
tion of those Hebrew-English Scripture 
booklets that were being printed for us 
in England. As mentioned before, we 
had ordered 100,000 copies, and we had 
been hoping and praying that some of 
the booklets would reach Haifa by the 
time we arrived there. And, lo and be- 
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hold, within an hour or two after our 
baggage came, the first consignment of 
parcels of those books arrived and were 
placed on the porch of the pension be- 
side our luggage! They had just been 
cleared through the post office by our 
Scandinavian friend. Truly, this was a 
marvelous token of the Lord’s goodness 
that the first packages of these Hebrew- 
English booklets should be delivered to 
us the same day, and almost at the same 
hour, that we arrived at our lodging 
place on Mt. Carmel. It was all the 
Lord’s doing, and to Him we give all 
the praise and the glory. Many friends 
were praying for us and for the Scrip- 
ture work, and the Lord was answering.

Ill. Charles Chiniquy’s Conflict With Bishop O’Regan 


How Abraham Lincoln stood by the sincere priest who was fighting for the right

New enemies were added to those he already had by Charles Chiniquy’s 


valiant fight against the liquor forces. 


They were jealous of his grow- 


ing popularity, and resented his interference with their private habits, 


so they determined to ruin him. 


In this third article of the series of 


five, Dr. Seville tells how God intervened and used Mr. Lincoln to win 
a great victory in court. In the next article Dr. Seville tells of Chiniquy’s 
separation from Rome. 


FTER he had separated himself from 

the monastery Father Chiniquy de- 
voted his time to the carrying on of his 
campaigns against the liquor traffic;‘with 
such success that he was acclaimed both 
by his church and by the Canadian Gov- 
ernment. His reaction to the eulogy of 
members of Parliament, accompanied by 
a gift of £500, was characteristic of his 
modesty: “It seemed to me bordering 
on blasphemy to attribute to Chiniquy 
a reformation which was so clearly the 
work of my merciful God.” 

The Roman Catholic Church was 
anxious at that time to keep its French- 
Canadian members from becoming dis- 
persed and lost among the Protestants 
in the United States, in which they were 
settling in large numbers. This desire 
to prevent loss by drifting led the 
Bishops of Boston, Buffalo, and Detroit 
to advise Charles Chiniquy to undertake 
the direction of this tide of emigration 
toward the fertile regions of the Missis- 
sippi valley. At the same time, Decem- 
ber, 1850, he received a letter from 
Bishop Vandeveld of Chicago urging him 
to assume the leadership of a French- 
Canadian colony at Bourbonnais, IIL, 
that he might act as a magnet in draw- 
ing immigrants from France, Belgium, 
and Canada to this nucleus, and grad- 
ually fill and contro] Illinois for the en- 
largement and enrichment of their 
church. 

Mr. Chiniquy promised to visit Bishop 
Vandeveld, and, after a survey of the 
area around Bourbonnais had been made, 


it was decided to begin a colony at St. 
Anne. The work at St. Anne had not 
grown much when Bishop Vandeveld re- 
signed and was appointed to the bishop- 
ric of Natchez, La. His successor to the 
bishopric of Chicago was the Rev. An- 
thony O’Regan. He immediately ac- 
cused Bishop Vandeveld of having stolen 
$100,000 from the bishopric of Chicago, 


- caused great scandal by having the case 


tried in criminal court, but was forced 
by the Pope to drop the contest and 
accept his decision—the division of the 
money equally between the two bishops. 

From the beginning of their relation- 
ship, Bishop O’Regan was prejudiced 
against Father Chiniquy because he was 
a French-Canadian and because he was 
the apostle of temperance. The bishop 
hated his teetotalism, his honesty, and, 
especially, his use of the Bible in his 
own thinking and living and in the in- 
struction of his parishioners. The 
Bishop of Chicago had the reputation 
of being “a thief or a simoniac, a per- 
jurer, or even something worse.” Mr. 
Chiniquy opposed such evil episcopal 
treatment of the diocesans, particularly 
of his fellow French-Canadians, and he 
so aroused O’Regan’s wrath that he had 
his agent, Peter Spink, hale Chiniquy 
into the civil court on false charges. 
When the priest was acquitted the sec- 
ond time his joy was short-lived, as 
Spink appealed the case to the court of 
Urbana, in another county, where O’Re- 
gan and Chiniquy were not so well 
known, and where, therefore, the tes- 
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timony of false witnesses might be be- 

lieved by a strange judge and jury. 

In.this dark hour God’s hand is clearly 
seen in the introduction of Charles Chini- 
quy to Abraham Lincoln by a Roman 
Catholic friend, who was disgusted at 
the shameful conduct of his bishop. At 
the first trial, though he was ably de- 
fended by Lincoln, Chiniquy was not 
acquitted, because one Romanist juror, 
unchallenged by the other defense law- 
yer, refused assent to the verdict reached 
by the other members of the jury. The 
jury was discharged, but Spink forced 
the sheriff to keep Chiniquy in prison by 
gaining permission to begin the prosecu- 
tion anew at the fall term of court, Oc- 
tober 19, 1850. 

At the new trial a false charge was 
made by Father Lebel, one of the two 
priests-used by Bishop O'Regan to ruin 
the only man who had dared to oppose 
and expose him. “ ‘Mr. Chiniquy,’ he said, 
‘had attempted to do the most infamous 
things with my own sister, Madame 
Bosse. She herself had told the whole 
story under oath, and she would be here 
to unmask the wicked man before the 
whole world, if she were not forced to 
silence at home by a severe illness.’” 

Although Mr. Lincoln was convinced 
that every word the priest had said was 
a “sworn lie,” yet he feared that the jury 
considered the testimony true and were 
ready to condemn the Canadian priest, 
involving a heavy fine or even a prison 
.sentence. After the court had adjourned 
for the day, the two were consulting 
about what could be done the next morn- 
ing. Mr. Lincoln finally said: “The 
only way to be sure of a favorable ver- 
dict tomorrow is, that God Almighty 
would take our part and show your 
innocence. Go to Him and pray, for He 
alone can save you.” 

“At three o'clock a.m. I heard three 
knocks at my door, and I quickly went 
to open it. Who was there? Abraham 
Lincoln—his face beaming with joy, On 
seeing me bathed with tears he ex- 
claimed: ‘Cheer up, Mr. Chiniquy, I have 
the perjured priests in my hands. Their 
diabolical plot is all known, and if they 
do not fly away before the dawn of day 
they will surely be lynched. Bless the 
Lord, you are saved!’” 

The secret of the sudden change in 
the situation was that a young woman 
had been found and brought to Urbana 
who had heard Lebel promise his sister 
a large reward if she would falsely 
swear against Mr. Chiniquy. When 
Father Lebel saw Miss Moffat at the sta- 
tion and could not bribe her to keep 
her knowledge of his perfidy to herself, 
he rushed to Spink’s room. “Withdraw 
your suit against Chiniquy; we are lost 
—he knows all.” Then he and his co- 
priest hurriedly left the city. 

“When the hour of opening court came 
there was an immense crowd, not only 
inside, but outside its walls. Mr. Spink, 
pale as a man condemned to death, rose 
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before the judge, and said: ‘Please the 
Court, allow me to withdraw my prose- 
cution against Mr. Chiniquy. I am now 
persuaded that he is not guilty of the 
faults brought against him before this 
tribunal.’ ” 

In agreeing to this settlement of the 
case, Abraham Lincoln spoke vigorously 
in the crowded courtroom of the cruel 
injustices his client had suffered at the 
hands of his merciless persecutors, and 
denounced the wretched priests who had 
unblushingly perjured themselves. He 
would accept from Father Chiniquy only 
fifty dollars as his fee, though he. had 
spent so much time and strength in his 
efforts to free the man who was stand- 
ing on his “right as a Catholic priest 
and as an American citizen.” 

Before they parted Mr. Chiniquy be- 
gan to weep. When asked why he cried 
in the hour of his great victory over his 
enemies, he answered: “There were in 
the crowd not fewer than ten or twelve 
Jesuits from Chicago and St. Louis, who 
came to hear my sentence of condemna- 
tion to the penitentiary. But it was 
on their heads that you have brought 
the thunders of Heaven and earth. Noth- 
ing can be compared to the expression 
of their rage against you, when you not 
only wrenched me from their cruel 
hands, but were making the walls of the 
courthouse tremble under the awful and 
superhumanly eloquent denunciations of 
their infamy, diabolical malice, and total 
want of Christian and human principle 
in the plot they had formed for my de- 
struction. What troubles my soul just 
now, and draws my tears, is that it seems 
to me I have read your sentence of death 
in their bloody eyes.” Later events, as 
we know, proved that Charles Chiniquy 
was a true prophet. He repeated his 
warning more than once during the 
years of their warm friendship before 
Lincoln’s tragic death. 

In a lengthy section of his autobiog- 
raphy, “Fifty Years in the Church of 
Rome,” Mr. Chiniquy has,shown clearly 
that Edwin Booth and John Surratt, the 
assassins of President Lincoln, were the 
tools of a Jesuit-taught clique. One 
paragraph is of great interest and im- 
portance in these days of Roman Catho- 
lic self-expression and _ self-assertion. 
“Rome is in constant conspiracy against 
the rights and liberties of man all over 
the world, but she is particularly so in 
the United States. Long before I was 
ordained a priest I knew that my Church 
was the most implacable enemy of this 
Republic. My professors of philosophy, 
history, and theology had been unani- 
mous in telling me that the principles 
and laws of the Church of Rome were 
absolutely antagonistic to the laws and 
principles which are the foundation 
stones of the Constitution of the United 
States. .. . With the most daring impu- 
dence the Church of Rome, through her 
leading men, is boasting of her stern de- 
termination to destroy all the rights and 
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privileges which have cost so much blood 
to this American people. Let the Amer- 
icans, who have eyes to see and intelli- 
gence to understand, judge for them- 
selves what will become of their country 
if Rome is allowed to grow strong 
enough to execute her threats.” 

The victorious close of his trial was 
not the end of his conflict with the no- 
torious Bishop O’Regan. He determined, 
then, to follow the advice given him 
earlier by Archbishop Kendrick .of St. 
Louis, and send to the Pope himself “all 
the public accusations which had been 
legally proved and published against the 
bishop, with a copy of the numerous and 
infamous suits which he had sustained 
before the civil courts, and almost in- 
variably lost, with the sentences of the 
judges who had condemned him.” A 
copy was sent to Napoleon III, Emperor 
of France, with a plea that he speak a 
word to the Pope in behalf of the French 
in Illinois, who were being oppressed by 
the Irish Bishop O’Regan. Cardinal 
Bidini, having made a thorough investi- 
gation, ordered O’Regan to go to Rome. 
“The Pope unceremoniously transferred 
him from the bishopric of Chicago to a 
diocese extinct more than 1,200 years 
ago, called ‘Dora.’ This was as good as 
a bishopric in the moon. He consoled 
himself in his misfortune by drawing 
the hundreds of thousands of stolen 
money he had sent at different times to 
be deposited in the banks of Paris, and 
went to Ireland, where he established 
a bank, and died in 1865.”

For his pains he was sentenced to 
burning, but wgs reprieved—a rare in- 
stance of mercy!—by the Bishop of 
Sarum, When Filmer, the morning of 
his burning, was eating with his two 
fellow martyrs, he said, “Be merry, my 
brethren, and lift up your hearts to God, 
for after this sharp breakfast [referring 
to his martyrdom] I trust we shall have 
a happy meeting in the Kingdom of 
Christ our Redeemer.”

The Lesson as a Whole 
By J. C. Macaulay, D.D. 


Approach to the Lesson 
Trvoae are various methods of ap- 
proaching the “temperance” prob- 
lem. The three chief are, legisla- 
tion, education, regeneration. By the 
legislative method we seek to curtail 
or prohibit the evil with a “thou shalt 
not,” backed by sanctions of appropri- 
ate ‘penalties. This is all right so far 
as it goes. The chief weakness of it is 
that we live in a day when respect for 
law is at low ebb, even among those 
whose duty it is to enforce it, 

The education method is in some re- 
spects superior, especially if the educa- 
tion is begun early, enough, and con- 
tinued long enough, and sustained force- 
fully enough, When I was a child in 
grade school, a lecturer visited the 
school, demonstrating the physical evils 
of tea. But it happened only once, and 
although I was so impressed that I un- 
dertook to reform the household of 
which I was a member, the effect soon 
wore off. I drink tea. Even so, one 
may be convinced intellectually, but not 
persuaded morally. 

The third method is regeneration, and 
this is God’s method. True, He uses 
the others, but accomplishes their pur- 
pose by means of this third. Back in 
the time of Moses He gave a law suffi- 
cient to cover all evil practices if men 
would only apply it. Through the ages 
He has been educating men through the 
operation of moral law, teaching that 
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“whatsoever a man soweth, that shall 
he also reap.” But men are slow to 
learn what runs contrary to their de- 
sires, and _ rebellious against what 
threatens an infringement of their “per- 
sonal liberty.” The divine answer, then, 
is new men, born-again men, having 
new desires, new aspirations; men in 
whose hearts is the Law of God, men 
who are eager to be taught. Such men 
judge their conduct by higher standards 
than men of the world. They are con- 
scious of a responsibility to adorn the 
Gospel, to glorify God, to honor their 
high calling, to represent their Saviour. 
Self-gratification has given way to the 
crucifixion of the flesh, the low pleas- 
ures of the mément drop away in the 
presence of the grand hope that lies be- 
fore, and human weakness in the face 
of temptation is swallowed up in the 
divine strength supplied. 

Let legislation and education do what 
they can, but let us remember and co- 
operate with God’s plan—regeneration. 


Verse by Verse 

Isa. 5:11—‘Woe unto them that rise 
up early ... that continue until night, 
till wine inflame them!” A picture of 
the drunkard, whose one pursuit is 
strong drink, so that the day finds him 
engaged in no profitable task, and the 


“fall of-night finds him clinging to the 


inebriating cup. 


Verse 12.—“Harp ... viol... tabret 
... pipe, and wine ... regard not the 
work of the Lord.” Stringed instru- 


ments (both bridged and otherwise), 
clanging instruments, and wind instru- 


ments, make up the orchestra accom- 
panying the carousals. In such an at- 
mosphere, there is no thought of the 
work and purposes of God. 
Verse 13.—“. . . captivity ... no knowl- 
edge .. . hOnourable men are famished 
multitude dried up with thirst.” 


The tense is the prophetic preterit, a 
future event described as if already ful- 
filled. For “because they have no knowl- 
edge” read “unawares.” Notice that the 
rich gluttons and the drinking masses 
were alike to come to dire sfraits. 

Verse 14—“Therefore hell hath en- 
larged herself .. . and their glory, and 
their multitude ... shall descend into it.” 
“Hell” here means the place of death, 
depicted as enlarging its jaws for the 
big “swallow” of Jerusalem’s drunkards 
in the day of retribution, shared by high 
and low. 

Matt. 18:6.—“But whoso shali offend 
one of these little ones . . . better for 
him that a millstone were hanged about 
his neck.” The millstone referred to 
is the great millstone turned by an ass. 
Here our Lord emphasizes the enormous 
evil of causing a child to fall into the 
way of sin. 

Rom. 13:11.—*. . . high time to uwake 
... for now is our salvation nearer than 
when we believed.” It is salvation in its 
still future aspect that is in view, 
namely, at the coming again of Christ. 
Every day brings that nearer. Sleep- 
ing when the Bridegroom is at hand is 
sorry business (Matt. 25:1-13). 

Verse 12.—“Let us therefore cast off 
the works of darkness, and let us put on 
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the armour of light.” Compare 1 Thes- 
salonians 5:4-8. “Works of darkness” 
are poor dress for children of the day. 
We need armor. for we are in a warfare, 
not attending a party. For the items 
of the armor see Ephesians 6: 11-18. 

Verse 13.—“Let us walk honestly, as 
in the day.” For “honestly” read “be- 
comingly.” Our conduct must be such 
as bears the scrutiny of the full light 
of day. Behavior that seeks the shadows 
has no place in the life of Him who is 
looking for the Saviour. 

Verse 14—“But put ye on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and make not provision for 
the flesh.’ The Lord Jesus Christ is 
Himself the dress of the Christian, for 
work. for warfare, and for presentation 
before the Throne. Nothing in our be- 
havior must be incompatible. We must 
not pamper the old nature by taking fore- 
thought for its indulgence, but keep it 
in the place of death. 

Jas. 4:17.—‘“Therefore to him that 
knoweth ...and doeth it not... it is 
sin.” The more light we have, the heavier 
is our responsibility Notice that this 
is not just concerned with doing actual 
wrong when we know better, but failure 
to do positive good when we know we 
ought to 


The Heart of the Lesson 

In the first of our printed portions we 
have a picture of moral breakdown in 
Israel, while in our Romans passage we 
have a call to abstinence from just such 
conduct as destroyed Israel. Let us con- 
centrate on these 

The first seven verses of Isaiah 5 con- 
tain the song of the vineyard. It is not 
a happy song like that in chapter 26, but 
it is a dirge. a lament. in which God be- 
moans the perversion of Israel under 
the figure of a vineyard bringing forth 
only wild grapes and therefore calling 
for destruction 

Following the Song we have a series 
of six “woes,” in which some of the 
“wild grapes” found in the vineyard of 
Israel are presented The first “woe” 
(vs. 8-10) deals with avarice, the second 
(vs. 11-17) with drunkenness, the third 
(vs. 18, 19) with presumption, the fourth 
(v. 20) with perversion of moral] truth, 
the fifth (v. 21) with rationalistic unbe- 
lief, and the sixth (vs. 22, 23) with un- 
just judgment. 

The second of these “woes” specially 
concerns us. Here we see discipline 
gone from Jerusalem. The inhabitants, 
high and low, have lost all seriousness 
of purpose, and have no higher ambi- 
tion than to be entertained at carousals. 
Wines and liquors are their one crav- 
ing. with music to add voluptuousness 
to the day and the night. 

Where such a condition exists, destruc- 
tion is not just on the way, but has 
already come, and it only requires the 
first national crisis to discover such a 
nation’s sorry plicht, its strength gone, 
its ability to resist dissipated. This is

We hear and 
read much about it today, but I think the 
Lord Jesus would throw the phrase back 
at us with a slight change—adult delin- 
quency. Why are our children and our 
youths stumbling and falling and dash- 
ing themselves to pieces on the rocks of 
delinquency? Because we have scat- 
tered these rocks and set their feet 
among them. The youngsters did not 
open the taverns, nor establish the dope 
traffic, nor produce the sex and crime 
movies, nor start the gambling joints. 
Their elders did, and the younger set 
have stumbled on these bolders. Mat- 
thew 18:6 may have more far-reaching 
application than we imagine.

Drunkenness was one thing 
that made those ancient people unable 
to resist their enemies, and the same 
thing has happened in our day. The 
world was amazed at the speed with 
which the Germans overran France in 
1940. A Frenchman, General Giraud, 
gave alcoholic drink as a leading cause 
of France’s fall. He said: “In a race 
formerly solid, rustic, tough against 
fatigue, alcohol caused resistance

The Busy Men's Corner

“Woe unto them that... follow strong 
drink” (Isa. 5:11).—The people wanted 
a long day—from early morning until 
late at night—-to give themselves unin- 
terruptedly to drinking and music. How 
like today’s “luxurious hunters of social 
pleasures”! 

If the drinkers harmed only them- 
selves, it would not be so bad: but they 
destroy property and kill innocent per- 
sons. 

A man who confessed he was on a 
drinking spree for two days in Cleve- 
land, Ohio, got into the driver's seat of 
his car and soon sideswiped another car, 
knocked down a power pole and three 
mailboxes, and killed three boys who 
were riding bicycles. 

Not long ago it was reported that the 
Air Force had been considering a pro- 
posal to sell package liquor on Air 
Force bases. Now a. great number of 
people are wondering how much liquor 
has to do with the all-too-frequent plane 
accidents. 

That veteran temperance advocate, 
Clinton Howard, says: “The wettest 
block anywhere on earth is not the Bow- 
ery, nor in the French Quarter of New 
Orleans, but on Capitol Hill in Wash- 
ington, D. C., immediately across the 
street from the Congressional Library.” 

A bill to permit minors of the armed 
services to buy and consume liquor was 
introduced recently in the Florida legis- 
lature. The bill would legalize the sale 
of liquor to persons eighteen to twenty- 
one on active duty with any branch of 
the armed services. 

According to the Associated Press, the 
St. John Cantium Catholic Church of 
Cleveland, Ohio, was issued a beer and 
wine permit by the Ohio State Liquor De- 
partment. Under the permit, the church 
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will be able to sell over its bar in the 
church recreation center, high-powered 
beer and wine by the drink. 

So, according to our text, there is 
liquor for the body and music for the 
soul; but the spirit that can only be 
satisfied with Christ is neglected. “They 
regard not the work of the Lord, neither 
consider the operation of his hands.” 

There is forgiveness and cleansing for 
them through faith in the Lord Jesus, 
who accomplished the work of redemp- 
tion on the cross, if they act now. They 
can be made new creatures in Christ 
Jesus. But they should realize that to 
continue in their present condition can 
only spell judgment for them. 


“But whoso shall offend one of these 
little ones...” (Matt. 18:6).—Little ones 
who believe in Him are special objects 
of His care, and woe betide anyone who 
offends or causes one of them to stum- 
ble. “It were better for him that a mill- 
stone were hanged about his neck, and 
that he were drowned in the depth of 
the sea.” 

“Tell me,” said a gentleman to a poor 
drunkard, “where it was you took your 
first steps in this intemperate course.” 
“At my father’s table,” replied the un- 
happy young man. “Before I left home, 
I had learned to love the drink that has 
ruined me. The first drop I ever tasted 
was handed me by my now heartbroken 
mother.” 

Thank the Lord there are those whose 
carefulness toward children extends even 
beyond their lives. 

“Now is Our salvation nearer than 
when we believed” (Rom. 13:11).—Sal- 
vation has three aspects in the Scrip- 
tures—past, present, and future. He 
hath delivered, He doth deliver, and 
shall yet deliver. As for the past, be- 
lievers have been delivered from the 
doom of their sins, which is a lost eter- 
nity. For the present, there is deliver- 
ance from the power and habit of sin; 
and in the future we shall be delivered 
from the presence of sin. The apostle 
has the future deliverance in mind when 
he says, “Our salvation fis] nearer than 
when we believed.” 

The night of sin, of unbelief, of the 
Lord’s absence, is “far spent’; the day 
of Christ—the day of His return for His 
own—is “at hand”; “let us therefore cast 
off the works of darkness, and let us put 
on the armour of light.” 

When we wear the armor of light— 
the light of the day to which we belong 
—we become luminous in the midst of 
the darkness; and we discover that that 
light is indeed a protection to us against 
the powers of darkness. 

“I would not give much for your re- 
ligion unless it can be seen,” said C. H. 
Spurgeon. “Lamps do not talk, but they 
do shine. So let the main sermon of 
your life be illustrated by all your con- 
duct, and it shall not fail to be illus- 
trious.” 
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“Not in rioting and drunkenness” 
(Rom. 13:13).—Speaking of the same 
thing, the Apostle Peter says that for the 
future “you may spend the rest of your 
earthly lives, governed not by human 
passions, but by the will of God. For 
you have given time enough in the past 
to the doing of the things which the 
Gentiles delight in—pursuing, as you did, 
a course of habitual licence, debauchery, 
hard drinking, noisy revelry, drunken- 
ness and unholy image-worship” (1 Pet. 
4:2, 3, Weymouth). 

The man who is known as “First Mate 
Bob” on the Haven of Rest radio pro- 
gram was once a heavy drinker. He 
knew what it was to lose a lucrative 
position, a beautiful home, cars, and 
servants. He knew what it was to de- 
sert his wife and four children. But he 
found the Lord through a Gideon Bible; 

He is forever done 
with that old life and is giving the Gos- 
pel to multiplied thousands over the air.

AY, fellows, the case against liquor 

drinking is so plain and so serious 
that to be unconcerned about it might 
well occasion doubt as to one’s sanity. 
The drinking of alcoholic beverages has 
become so common and so universal] and 
is increasing so fast that nondrinkers 
have almost come to be the exception 
to the rule. 

It is estimated that sixty million Amer- 
icans indulge in alcoholic beverage 
drinking. Dr. Andrew C. Ivey, vice- 
president of the University of Illinois, 
a recognized authority, having made an 
exhaustive study of the liquor situation, 
says there are three million addicts and 
four million excessive users of alcoholic 
beverages in this country. Every year 
a large percentage of “moderate drink- 
ers” graduate into the “addict” class. 
In fact, it is rare that a “moderate 
drinker” stays moderate. Moderation is 
hardly a proper term to apply to one 
who drinks at all, for every alcoholic 
drink not only carries poison into the 
system, but at the same time is weak- 
ening resistance against growth of the 
habit. Alcohol is a tyrant who never 
gives a refund, never loosens his hold 
ona gain. Seventy per cent of the present 
drunkards started to drink during their 
teens. 

It is reliably estimated that over ten 
billions of dollars were ‘Spent in this 
country last year for liquor. to impair 
the brain and put it to sleep, while about 
three billions were spent to educate and 
awaken the brain. The liquor expendi- 
ture amounted to an average of $62.50 
for each man, woman, and child of our 
population. The liquor interests spent 
in advertising alone $250,000,000. That 
would be an average of about $1.50 per 
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person; it means that the liquor manu- 
facturers were willing to risk a dollar 
and a half on you, individually, count- 
ing on their advertisements by radio, 
movies, magazines, signboards, news- 
papers, and television to get you started 
drinking their poison. It is a universally 
known fact that the use of alcoholic 
beverages is causing a rapid increase in 
divorces, disease, lust, vice, and crime; 
it is also responsible for twenty-five to 
fifty per cent of the traffic accidents in 
which over 38,000 deaths were caused 
last year. 

It is estimated that it costs our Gov- 
ernment, federal and state, between six 
and seven billions of dollars each year 
for crimes caused solely by liquor drink- 
ing. This figure includes the cost of 
handling arrests, court proceedings, 
maintenance of jails, penitentiaries, and 
houses of correction. Add that to the ten 
billions spent for the stuff by the con- 
sumer and you have a total of more 
than sixteen billions that our supposed- 
to-be-civilized nation pays over the 
liquor counter to debauch itself and 
plunge a large part of its population into 
misery. 

Yet the money waste is the smallest

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part of our country’s liquor tragedy, for 
not only is there the resultant slaugh- 
ter of human life (mostly young life!) 
and the destruction of billions of dollars 
worth of property, but there is no way 
to estimate the misery, the diseases, the 
sorrow, the divorces, the broken homes, 
and lives incapacitated for normal serv- 
ice which are the direct result of drink- 
ing beverage alcohol. 

The amazing thing is that we do not 
rise up and SMASH the whole vicious 
business! But there is one serious handi- 
cap: a multitude of men and women of 
prominence and influence, who might 
help to overthrow the enemy, have them- 
selves come under the bondage of liquor, 
which means that although they see its 
ravages, they are powerless, having lost 
the will to overthrow it in their own 
lives. One thing alcohol does from the 
very beginning: it renders its victims 
incapable of sober judgment and of wise 
action. It makes them willing to take 
dangerous hazards. It dulls their senses, 
“making pleasant seemings out of stern 
realities.” 

That is why, fellows, you who have 
not yet taken your first drink are so 
important in any crusade against liquor. 
The poison has not yet touched you. 
You are still capable of seeing the dan- 
ger and, God helping you, turning your 
glass down at the banquet. You do not 
have to cry out, like poor miserable Cassio 
to Iago (in Shakespeare’s “Othello”), 
“O ... that men should put an enemy 
in their mouths to steal away their 
brains!” And earlier in his remorse this 
same Cassio exclaimed, “O thou invisible 
spirit of wine, if thou hast no name to 
be known by, let us call thee devil!” 

Fellows, don’t let this tyrant enslave 
you. Don’t take the first drink, for when 
you do, you are unsheathing your fight- 
ing sword and handing it over to him. 
Alcohol immediately rushes to the cita- 
del of the brain and overthrows the 
“palace guard.” It seizes the Govern- 
ment. The Word of God is so wise to 
warn: “Look not thou upon the wine 
when it is red, when it giveth his colour 
in the cup, when it moveth itself aright. 
At the last it biteth like a serpent, and 
stingeth like an adder.” Don’t even look 
at it. And may the Lord grant that you 
will be among those who will rise up 
one day and throw the liquor business 
into the sewers, where it belongs.

YOUNG man under the influence of 

liquor one day wandered into an 
eating place. A friend of his, a court 
reporter, happened to be in the restau- 
rant at the time. The reporter took 
down in shorthand every word the young 
man said. The next day he typed it all 
out, and mailed it to the young man, As 
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soon as he received it, he called the re- 
porter on the phone, demanding why 
he had sent him this crazy paper. 

The reporter answered, “I thought you 
might like a record of what you said in 
the restaurant last night.” 

“Honest, Henry, did I talk like that?” 
he asked. “If liquor makes such a fool 
of me as that, I'll never drink again.” 
And he never did. 

I wish every drinker had as faithful a 
friend as that young man had. I believe 
that the rate of drinking would be low- 
ered considerably:in a short time, 

There is so much money in the liquor 
business that the men engaged in it 
willingly spend millions on advertising 
to get more customers and more money 
in their own pockets. I would not be 
in the liquor business for anything in 
the world, because God has said, “Woe 
unto him that giveth his neighbour 
drink.” I do not want what God calls 
woe. 

Liquor manufacturers know that 
drunken bums have no money, so their 
advertisements are not geared to them. 
They aim to attract new customers so 
as to keep a constant stream of money 
flowing into their pockets. Therefore 
they have used every form of advertis- 
ing in their efforts to make drinking 
seem fashionable and “smart.” 

But even if drinking is fashionable, 
still it is sin. And our Golden Text for 
today warns us especially against fash- 
ionable sins. “Be not conformed to this 
world: but be ye transformed by the 
renewing of your mind, that ye may 
prove what is that good, and acceptable, 
and perfect, will of God’ (Rom. 12:2). 

Do you know that drinking is one of 
the sins for which’ Israel went into cap- 
tivity? Turn to Isaiah 5:11, 12. Here 
God pronounces woe on the drinkers. 
Notice what it says: “They regard not 
the work of the Lord, neither consider 
the operation of his hands.” Drinking 
deadens one’s appreciation for spiritual 
things and for all the finer pleasures 
of life. What pleasure there is in watch- 
ing God's handiwork! See the lights and 
shadows on the mountains, notice the 
varying shades of green in the land- 
scape, gaze at the sunset over the water. 
The drinker forfeits these and other 
pleasures. Read verses 13 and 14. Do 
you see how true the statement is that 
drinking was one of the sins for which 
Israel was carried into captivity? Verse 
14 intimates that the love of intoxicants 
has damned so many souls that hell has 
to be enlarged to contain them? What 
a terrible thing! 

Professing Christians have said to me, 
“I would never get drunk, but I see no 
harm in taking a little now and then.” 
Such people are surely not familiar with 
the Word of God. Read Matthew 18:6. 
Suppose I should take a little drink. 
Some young Christian might say, “She 
drinks, so it must be all right for me tc 
drink, too.” I might be able to stop 
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after taking one drink, but he might 
not. If he became a drunkard, I would 
be guilty of having offended or stum- 
bled him. Read this solemn verse again 
to see what God says about someone 
who stumbles a babe in Christ. 

Now turn to Romans 13:11-14. On 
what ground are we urged to put off 
the works of darkness? (“The day is 
at hand.) Right. It sometimes seems 
as if we who stand for the Lord and 
for the right are few and feeble. But 
the day is coming when all people will 
see that we were on the winning side. 
Notice here that dishonesty, rioting, 
drunkenness, immorality, strife, and 
envying are listed together as works of 
darkness. We should have nothing to do 
with such things. But putting off the 
works of darkness is only half of the 
Christian life. The other half is putting 
on the Lord Jesus, and living for Him. 
That is a life worth living! 

Read James 4:17. Here the choice is 
put plainly before us. God has given us 
His Word that we may know what we 
ought to do. But just knowing what is 
right is not enough. We must do it. 

We left Captain Gardiner and his 
friends landing in an uninhabited harbor 
for a rest. They slept in a cave until 
early one morning the fire they had lit 
to keep warm suddenly flared up, setting 
their reserve supply of wood on fire. 
They had to rush out with all their 
things. The next day Captain Gardiner 
visited the cave and found some large 
rocks had fallen from the roof. One 
had fallen right where his head had 
been when he had rushed out to avoid 
the flames. He believed then that God 
had allowed the fire to save them from 
fatal injuries. 

The missionaries tried to catch fish 
and sea gulls to eke out their food sup- 
ply. Captain Gardiner began to fear 
that the ship bringing fresh supplies of 
food might not get there till too late, 
and they were getting too weak to re- 
turn to the harbor, where they had 
planned to meet. He put into empty bot- 
tles directions for finding the harbor 
where they were, and set them afloat 
in the water. In these bottles he also 
wrote, “We have sickness on board: our 
supplies are nearly gone. If not soon 
relieved, we will starve.” 

The rest of our information about these 
dear men of God comes from their jour- 
nals and fragments of letters they had 
written before they died. One of the 
sailors was the first to die. He used his 
last remaining strength to sing a hymn. 
The closing lines of Captain Gardiner’s 
diary tell of the triumphant deaths of 
others of his missionary party. He says 
of himself, “My care is all cast upon God, 
and I am only waiting His time and His 
good pleasure to dispose of me as He 
sees fit.” Next time we shall see that 
these men did not die in vain,

Topic and Scripture: 
Taking a Difficult Stand (Luke 19:1-10) 


AVE a salt shaker, a picture of a 

city sky line with tall buildings, and 
a lighted electric bulb hidden under a 
basket for review of the last lesson. The 
Bible says: “Be ye doers of the word, 
and not hearers only, deceiving your own 
selves” (Jas. 1:2). So I ask you if you 
were salt and light and a city that could 
be seen at school? Or are you just fool- 
ing about being a Christian, a light cov- 
ered up, salt that might just as well be 
thrown out and tramped down? (Dis- 
cuss specific conditions observed on your 
visit to school. Have you talked with 
the public school teacher about what 
you are trying to do?) 

If you didn’t do too well on making 
school better last week, you may be like 
Zacchaeus, and need to make some real 
hard changes in your life. So let’s watch 
Zacchaeus when he meets up with the 
Lord Jesus, and see what changes are 
made in him when he goes back to work 
Fay, Clarence, and Maud will read the 
story. But first let me tell you what 
kind of job Zacchaeus, a short little man, 
had. He had charge of collecting all the 
taxes around the city of Jericho. In 
those days the tax collector gave the 
government a certain sum, and all] the 
extra he could get was his. Zacchaeus 
was clever in fair and unfair ways, for 
the Bible was rich. Ready? 
Jesus is coming, surrounded by a big 
crowd of people. Here comes Zacchaeus, 
Watch! (Fay, Clarence, and Maud 
have been instructed to read Luke 19: 
1-10; Fay reading the parts where the 
Lord Jesus acts, vs. 1, 5, 9, 10; Clarence, 
the parts where Zacchaeus acts, vs. 2-4, 
6, 8; and Maud, the crowd's part, v. 7.) 

I don’t suppose it was easy for Zac- 
chaeus to go to folks he had cheated 
and own up—worse than taking a lick- 
ing, the boys would say! But he had 
promised the Lord to pay back four 
times what he had cheated! Imagine 
his going to some rough old merchant to 
tell him he had made him pay twice 
as much as was really right. Perhaps 
the rough old merchant started to grab 
him by the throat to beat him up: I 
knew you were cheating me, you old 
rascal!” But suddenly he stopped. Zac- 
chaeus pulling out his moneybag 
and beginning to count out coins on the 
counter. Then the merchant knew he 
really meant it when he said he was a 
follower of the Lord Jesus and was go-

Now some of you have been trouble- 
makers at school.

HE lesson assigned to the Primary 

children for this week is the familiar 
and much loved story of Zacchaeus 
(Luke 19:1-9a). The topic under which 
this comes, however, is entitled, “The 
War Against Beverage Alcohol.” Our 
first thought is to bypass the major sub- 
ject and devote ourselves to the story. 


But should we? Dare we? 
During the past summer, two Child 


Evangelism Fellowship home mission- 
aries working in eastern Pennsylvania 
saw large numbers of children playing 
on a brewery-owned lot. They wanted 
to have a club for those boys and girls 
(most of them underprivileged). Nothing 
daunted, they finally had an audience 
with the president of the brewery. After 
telling him that they wanted to teach 
the Gospel .to the children on the lot, 
and that they would return every day 
for five days, the presidént exclaimed, 
“And you'll make prohibitionists out of 
them!” Even a brewery president knows 
the power of the Gospel. (Nevertheless, 
he did give his permission. And be- 
tween 50 and 75 children and adults— 
including a young man studying for the 
priesthood—attended that class every 
day. Many of those children, of course, 
are not enrolled in Sunday school. 
Others are Catholics. But they are souls 
for whom Christ Jesus died.) 

A brewery president believes that 
children, reached with the Gospel, are 
potential prohibitionists. And he is right. 
Conversely, those not reached with the 
Gospel, those not taught the horrors of 
intoxicating beverages are _ potential 
drunkards. ’ 

Is it not a modern-day tragedy that 
some of the things that children love 
best to listen to on the radio (sports 
events, for example) or to watch on tele- 
vision are sponsored by beer and ciga- 
rette companies? (And who can deny 
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real Purpose

Let us not be so naive as to suppose that 
sponsors are not aware that they have 
juvenile audiences. Perhaps it may not 
be long until they, like the brewers in 
Germany, begin to advertise a special 
beer for children. 

We must not fail our children, then, 
by refusing to teach them the awfulness 
of drink. Prepare the 6-, 7-, and 8-year- 
olds in our Primary Department for the 
temptation that will come to them much 
sooner than we like to suppose. Not 
to prepare them may result’ in their 
stumbling (Matt. 18:6, A.S.V.). Woe to 
that teacher who causes the stumbling!

Do You Realize that the per capita 
amount spent for alcoholic liquors in 
1951 was $60.49? During that same time, 
the per capita cost for education of 
25,000,000 youth in the nation’s schools 
was $38.60. 


In Texas, where twenty-four local op- 
tion contests were held the drys won 
eighteen. The church people exercised 
their right of choice for a dry town. 


Hot and Bothered?—If you find alco- 
holi¢ beverage advertising over radio 
and television offensive, there is a House 
of Representatives Committee on “Radio 
and Television.” The chairman, the 
Honorable Oren Harris, House Office 
Building, Washington, D. C., would like 
to know your opinions on this type of 
publicity. A bill to prevent such liquor 
advertising has been introduced by the 
Honorable Joseph Bryson of South Caro- 
lina. It is HR 1227, and it was referred 
to the House Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce Committee. Similarly, there 
is a committee to investigate books, 
magazines, and comics for immoral and 
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otherwise offensive material. Letters to 
the chairman, the Honorable E. C. Gath- 
ings, House Office Building, Washington, 
D. C., will register your support for such 
action to prohibit their publication. 


Activity in Norway.—The abstinence 
societies of the Norwegian capital have 
purchased the Hotel Victoria for the sum 
of 700,000 krone, of which 250,000 kr. 
will be granted by the New State Funds 
for hotels without alcohol. The build- 
ing has three floors, fifty rooms. 


Dividends of Abstinence.—Dr. Harnell 
Hart, professor of Sociology, Duke Uni- 
versity, once said that the dividends of 
abstinence are a keen mind, a vigorous 
body, delightful memories, and sound 
principles. 

If you want to live richly, keenly, and 
fully, total abstinence will help. 

Keenness of living depends to a great 
extent upon health. Alcohol is not only 
the nation’s fourth public health prob- 
lem, it, in some degree, menaces the 
health of every person who uses it. 

Experience is enriched by delightful 
memories. The man who sits on the side 
of his bed with his head in his hands 
because of alcoholic indulgence the night 
before, has not stored away in his mem- 
ory anything that adds to the joy of life. 
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Drink is a principal cause of conflict 
and disaster in family life, and it is in 
the family that the greatest happiness 
can be found. 

Some people drink “for a thrill.” There 
are more thrills to be found in good 
health, intelligent social intercourse, and 
a sound family life, than in all of the 
alcohol produced. 


“Tea is a drink which stimulates, but 
does not inebriate.” The tea hour is 
much more rational than the cocktail 
hour. The public has been misled by 
liquor advertising to substitute alcohol 
for tea and coffee. The producers of 
tea and coffee have been asleep, and, as 
a result, the tea or coffee hour has been 
replaced by the cocktail hour.” 


Beer Intoxicates.—Speaking of beer, 
the extensive use of television and the 
radio to promote the “acceptance” of 
beer as a family beverage, and the use 
of food stores as distribution agents, con- 
front the country with very serious 
questions as to the character of that bev- 
erage, says Deets Pickett. There is no 
doubt whatever that people do get drunk 
on beer.

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ticular topic should come on the Sunday 
that the Evangelical Christian world is 
observing as Reformation Sunday, for the 
invention of movable type, and the re- 
sulting widespread printing and distri- 
bution of the Bible and of Christian books 
and pamphlets, played no small part in 
the spread and development of the Ref- 
ormation under such Christian leaders as 
Martin Luther, John Calvin, Ulrich 
Zwingli, John Knox, and a number of 
others. In the day in which we live, 
Christian books and periodicals have no 
less an opportunity to inform and teach 
and inspire. In the sixteenth century 
the official church had, by its teachings, 
so distorted the simple and plain truths 
held by the early Christian church and, 
by the conduct of its leaders, had so 
discredited these truths, that men and 
women were being led away from the 
apostolic faith. In this twentieth cen- 
tury we find some denominational lead- 
ers and teachers denying the deity of 
Christ, the inspiration of the Scriptures, 
and the vicarious sacrifice of Christ for 
the sin of the world, once again leading 
men and women into apostasy and a 
departure from the apostolic Christian 
faith. What is more, countless cults and 
religions are flooding our land with all 
sorts of printed matter carefully designed 
to draw away those who are not well 
grounded in the Christian faith. There 
is a great need, therefore, for sound and 
true Christian periodicals and books in 
every Christian home, so that its mem- 
bers may not be drawn away by the 
enticing words of those who would 
preach another gospel than the one set 
forth in God’s Word.

Lest we wrongly suppose that the 
Good News, or Gospel, proclaimed by 
God’s Word has to do only with the 
unsaved, it will be well to notice in 
the first Scripture portion assigned for 
this week's topic the thr@e tenses of the 
believer’s life that are mentioned.

verse 9; the “patience of hope” is to “wait 
for his Son from heaven,” mentioned in 
verse 10. The efficient and worth-while 
Christian periodical will minister to all 
three of these phases of ‘the Christian 
life. It will proclaim in no, uncertain 
terms the way of salvation through faith 
in the finished work of the Lord Jesus 
Christ.

If we are in the Kingdom of God, then 
let us observe the way of life befitting 
our translation into it. Use the lesson 
today as a straightedge. How does your 
life square with these rules? Pray for 
a closer walk with God. 
Sat.—Proverbs 23:15-21. 
Drunkenness and Poverty. 
PRAYER SUGGESTIONS: “The drunkard 
and the glutton shall come to poverty: 
and drowsiness shal] clothe a man with 
rags.” Go through the country and 
you will find that many of the run-down 
farms are what they are through drink. 
The “skid rows” in our great cities tes- 
tify to the truth of our text. Our poor- 
houses bear witness to the blight of 
liquor. Men have swallowed down with 
their liquor whole shops, stores, busi- 
nesses, and even houses and lands. And 
they have created miseries innumerable 
and tears without measure. Liquor is 
a great robber. It can rob a man of all 
that’s good here and hereafter. Pray 
against the liquor curse. 
Sun.—Isaiah 26:1-6. Confidence in God. 
PRAYER SUGGESTIONS: “Trust ye in the 
Lord for ever: for in the Lord JEHO- 
VAH is everlasting strength.” ‘We 
certainly cannot place much. confi- 
dence in man, for he is unstable, un- 
certain, and soon gone. But we can 
and we should sincerely and fully 
trust God. We should rely upon Him 
for who and what He is, and for what 
He has promised to do for every 
trusting soul. The God who ever was, 
is, and ever will be, whose love, wis- 
dom, grace, and power are infinite 
ought to be believed. Pray for a 
rival that will bring multitudes to 
faith in our Lord Jesus Christ. 
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
